Floyd C. Shoemaker 
Among the 
names 
prominent 
in 
the judicial history of 
Missouri, 
is 
that of Judge William Barclay Nap- 
ton, whose death occurred 
on Jan u ­ 
ary 8, 1893, forty-six years ago 
this 
week. 
Judge Napton, who came 
to Mis­ 
souri in the first decade of Missouri’s 
statehood, was identified during 
his 
long life here with the legal and ju­ 
dicial annals of the 
State. 
Twenty- 
five of his tiftv-one years of residence 
in Missouri were spent as a judge of 
the Supreme Court, from which post 
he retired but three years before his 
death. 
He is easily one 
of 
a scant 
half dozen of 
the 
most 
illustrious 
judges of Missouri’s 
Supreme Court 
a tribunal which has stood, in 
its 
more than century of existence, xe- 
eeptionally 
high 
in 
the 
ranks of 
State judicial bodies. Judge Napton’s 
opinions, which appear 
in thirty-six 
of tlu* volumes of Missouri 
Reports, 
have stood the test of more than fif­ 
ty years of legal and 
judicial prac­ 
tice. and rank among the first in the 
jurisprudence of the State. 
His opin­ 
ions have been considered models of 
clearness, conciseness 
and sound le­ 
gal authority. 
In rendering an opin­ 
ion he never permitted himself a per­ 
sonal attack, and no matter how flag­ 
rant the violation of 
law. “ he 
un- 
spai ingly applied the law. but never 
resorted to denunciation”. 
He 
was 
three 
times 
appointed 
and twice 
elected to the Supreme Bench. 
He is 
notable example of that high type of 
public servant who never sought 
an 
office, 
nor 
prosecuted 
an 
election 
campaign. 
His judicial honors were, 
in the words of 
Benton, 
“ the 
tree 
gift of the 
people", 
and 
his 
long 
years of public service attest the con­ 
fidence and trust which he enjoyed. 
William 
B. 
Napton 
was born in 
Princeton in I826.*he went 
to Char­ 
lottesville. Virginia, where he was for 
a time tutor in the home of General 
Gordon, a prominent Virginia 
law­ 
yer. 
Later, with Charles Minor, 
he 
conducted a 
preparatory 
school 
at 
Charlottesville, and at the same time 
completed the law course in the Uni­ 
versity of 
Virginia. 
In 
Charlottes­ 
ville, young Napton was 
associated 
with some of the 
ablest 
of the Old 
Dominion's 
lawyers, 
among 
them, 
Thomas „Jefferson 
Randolps. Phillip 
Barbour, and Thomas Gilmer. 
It was 
doubtless because 
of 
such 
associ­ 
ations as these that 
he 
began 
the 
study of law. 
He was 
admitted 
to 
the Virginia 
bar in 1831. 
In 
1832. 
young Napton emigrated to Missouri, 
settling first at Columbia, hut moved 
a few months later to Fayette, where 
he assumed the editorship of a news­ 
paper, called the Boonslick Democrat. 
From early manhood he was an ard­ 
ent Democrat, becoming in later life 
a member of the anti-Benton faction 
of that party. 
He served 
as secre­ 
tary of the State Senate in the legis­ 
lative session 
of 1834-35. 
In 
1836, 
Governor Boggs appointed him 
a t­ 
torney-general of the State, and 
in 
this capacity he served 
until 
1839, 
when he was appointed a judge of the 
Supreme Court. 
When the judiciary 
offices were made elective 
in 
1851, 
Judge Napton was defeated 
in 
the 
election of August. 
He was. howev­ 
er, returned to the Supreme bench in 
the election of 1857. 
He continued in 
his judicial capacity until 1861, when 
he and his colleagues were displaced 
because of their refusal to take 
the 
test oath prescribed 
by 
the 
State 
Convention. 
Judge Napton moved to St. Louis 
in 1863 and resumed practice at the 
bar. 
His official life was not at 
an 
end, however, for in June, 1873, 
he 
was again appointed to the Supreme 
bench to fill the vacancy caused 
by 
the death of Judge Ewing. 
In 
the 
election of the following y ear—as al­ 
ways 
without 
solicitation — he 
was 
chosen to serve 
the 
remainder 
of 
Judge Ewing’s term. 
With the 
ex­ 
piration of his judicial service in De­ 
cember, 1880, Judge Napton retired 
to Elk Hill his farm in Saline county. 
Here, three years 
later, 
his 
death 
occurred. 
The resolutions passed by the bar 
of St. Louis at 
the 
time 
of Judge 
Napton’s death, attest the esteem in 
which he was held by his contempor­ 
aries. 
They 
said 
in part: 
“The 
Judge’s 
judicial 
services are 
not 
easily computed. 
He has 
given 
to 
our jurisprudnece, sepecially to that 
branch of 
it 
which 
concerns 
land 
titles, decisions of incalculable value. 
On evrey branch of commercial law. 
too. he has shed the light of his clear 
mind; and he has given to all 
who 
succeeded him an example of patient, 
unflagging, impartial attention, 
and 
most thorough research 
He has 
an abiding claim to the gratitude of 
the S ta te ... .for-no one caq claim to 
be even 
tolerably 
conversant 
with 
her jurisprudence who is not famili- 
ary with the contributions made 
t<> 
it by William B. Napton”.

Auditor, T re asu rer and S tate S u p er­ 
intendent of S< hools from $3000 
to 
$7500. 
The bill originated 
from 
Demo­ 
crat i< sources, having been draw n by 
Senator Cave, Dem ocratic floor lead­ 
er, and S enator 
Painter. None 
of 
the officials affected is a Democrat. 
A constitutional provision th a t the 
salary of an official cannot be c h a n g ­ 
ed during his term of office accounts 
for the decision to attem p t to

the m easure to

new officials are inaugurated. 
The increases are not as great 
as 
they appear, for the reason that 
all 
of the officials, through provisions for 
e x tra com pensation, now receive con 
siderably more than the salary fixed 
by the statutes.

ported today to the house. 
Calling 
for

expenditure 
of 
$435,428,415 by the W ar D epartm ent 
during the next fiscal year the niea- 
soure was the fifth of the nine r e g u ­ 
lar annual supply bills to come 
be­ 
fore the house this session, four hav­ 
ing been passed before the holidays. 
The total, providing $328,338815 for 
national defense and $107,089,600 for 
non m ilitary purposes, represents an 
increase of $35,111774 over the 
c u r­ 
ren t fiscal year appropriation and an 
increase of $256,608 over budget 
es­ 
tim ates. 
The largest m ilitary item in 
the 
bill is $133,550.368 
for 
pay of 
the 
arm y. 
This is an increase of $3,215,- 
995 over this year’s pay fund and 
is 
recommended to take care of 200 a d ­ 
ditional second lieutenants for the air 
corps, 
advancem ent 
of 
officers 
to 
higher pay periods, longevity increas­ 
es, and retired list 
expansion. 
The 
m easure contem plates no change 
in 
the enlisted strength 
of 
the 
arm y, 
now- 118,750 but would raise the

In the non-m ilitary provisions, $50,- 
000.000 is included fo r 
m aintenance

rivers and harbor works, while $30-
